The Lake Okeechobee 
Surface Water Improvement 
and Management (SWIM) Plan 
is currently being revised and 
updated according to state 
mandate. The 1989 Interim 
Plan contained only two 
elements. In the proposed draft 
released in June, five more 
elements have been added to 
the plan. One of those elements 
is the flood control element. 

Lake Okeechobee has been 
an integral part of the design 
for flood protection for central 
and south Florida since the 
Central and South Florida 
Flood Control project was 
formed in the late 1940's. The 
system was designed with the 
lake as the major floodwater 
retention reservoir for 
agricultural interests and for 
the many lowlying lakeside 
communities around the lake 
and in the Upper Kissimmee 


River Basin. 

Construction of a levee 
around the lake was started 
soon after the devastating loss 
of life and property from the 
1928 hurricane. The present 
levee system is at a height 
between 32-and 45 feet. 
Currently, the most permitted 
in the lake is 17.5 feet. The 
likelihood of the water ever 
topping the levee are quite 
small. However, most of the 
levee and culverts passing 
through the dike are50 years. 
old or more, and very little 
maintenance has been done 
since the original cdnstruction.

electricity each year, enough to

The commission passed a 
zoning variance that will allow 
the mills to replace existing 
boilers with state-of-the-art 
facilities that will greatly 
increase efficiency from the 
burning of bagasse (sugarcane 
residue) and-wood wastes. 

"This is.a win-win situation 
for the environment, for the 
people of South Florida and for 
í the company,” said Flo-Sun Vice

"Not only will the new 
facilities provide environmental 


benefits in terms of air 
emissions and water use, they 
will burn renewable fuels, will 
help reduce the amount of wood 
clippings that go to landfills 
and will decrease the need for 
stand-alone power plants,” Mr.

In addition, the facilities will 
generate approximately $60 
million in construction projects 
over the next two years, will 
create 90 full-time jobs and will 
generate $5 million i additional 
property taxes each year.

The mills presently burn 
bagasse, the fibrous residue left 
after the sugar is squeezed out 
of sugarcane, to produce steam 
and electricity to run the 
plants. The cogeneration 
facilities will burn the same 
fuel much more efficiently, 
creating steam at much higher 
pressures that will be used to 
power electrical generators. 
During the off-season when 
cane is not being harvested, the 
facilities will burn wood chips 
that otherwise might go to 
landfills. 

Officials say the renewable 
fuels will displace the 
equivalent of 530,000 tons of 
coal or 2,050,000 barrels of oil 
that would be burned each year 
to produce the same amount of 
electricity.
